The  Alumni  Fund  —  The 
Fourteenth  Year 

The  Alumni  Fund,  like  the  seasons,  is  a  recurring 
affair.  And  as  each  October  rolls  around  another  Fund 
starts  on  its  course,  this  being  the  beginning  of  its  four- 
teenth year.  The  very  fact  that  since  its  inauguration  in 
1940  it  has  continued  without  interruption  is  impressive 
evidence  of  the  success  of  the  venture.  Its  growth  has 
been  remarkable.  The  first  year  the  sum  of  about  nine 
thousand  dollars  was  contributed,  this 
year  between  thirty-three  and  thirty- 
four  thousand.  Some  years  the  sum 
realized  greatly  exceeded  this  year's 
contributions.  That  however  was  due 
to  some  special  incenti\e  like  the  million 
dollar  campaign  or  some  other  strong 
appeal.  Like  every  kind  of  finan- 
cial undertaking,  the  Fund  is  affected 
by  economic  conditions  which  neces- 
sarily cause  fluctuation.  Likewise  the 
number  of  contributors  is  increasing 
but  is  still  short  of  what  is  desired.  It 
is  felt  that  forty  per  cent  of  the  living 
Alumni  as  contributors  is  not  an  un- 
reasonable expectation.  If  all  Alumni 
could  realize  what  the  Fund  has 
meant  to  the  College,  few  would  hesi- 
tate to  make  a  contribution,  however 
small. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  before,  the 
amount  contributed  by  individual 
Alumni  is  never  made  public  but  the 
small  and  large  contributors  have  their 
names  listed  alike.  The  loyalty  of 
Hampden-Sydney  Alumni  is  proverbial, 
and  this  is  a  matter  of  great  pride  to 
their  Alma  ]\Iater.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
Fund  just  beginning  will  bring  a  larger 
amount  in  its  contrib\irions  and  a  larger  number  of  con- 
tributors. 


Does  the  World  Face  Destruction 
Through  Man's  Machinations? 

Not  infrequently  one   reads   in   a  newspaper   an   article 
ion  the  state  of  a  nation  (or  of  the  world,  for  that  matter), 
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painting  a  situation  of  the  greatest  gravity  with  dire  fore- 
bodings and  with  an  almost  hopeless  outlook  for  the  future. 
Then  there  is  appended  a  statement  to  the  effect  that  the 
quoted  article  was  written  perhaps  more  than  a  century 
before.  Thereupon,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  what 
was  written  seemed  to  picture  with  a  remarkable  accuracy 
the  situation  as  the  reader  would  have  then  seen  it,  he  takes 
hope,  since  if  matters  were  as  bad  then  and  the  dire  pre- 
dictions of  calamity  did  not  take  place,  he  is  apt  to  say 
"History  is  only  repeating  itself"  and  be  reassured  as  to 
the  future. 

Now  that  we  have  achieved  means  of 
total  destruction,  which  science  has  pro- 
vided in  atomic  and  hydrogen  bombs, 
the  fact  that  predictions  of  calamities 
did  not  prove  true  is  not  so  reassuring. 
Man  now  is  in  possession  of  such  means 
of  world  destruction  that  we  get  little 
comfort  and  reassurance  from  predic- 
tions made  many  years  ago  of  catas- 
trophies  which  never  occurred.  This 
comment  is  not  meant  to  be  a  jeremiad 
or  another  dire  prediction.  The  point 
is  that  never  before  were  such  means 
of  destruction  in  the  hands  of  man. 

Cannot  those  in  power  perceive  this  ? 
However  much  a  nation  or  its  rulers 
desire  to  dominate  the  world,  it  follows 
as  a  necessary  corollary  that  there  must 
be  some  world  left  to  dominate.  If 
such  destructive  forces  are  turned  loose 
by  one  nation  when  it  has  the  power, 
it  might  be  as  sure  that  other  nations 
will  be  prepared  to  repay  in  kind — 
and  then,  what  would  be  left  ? 

The  race  for  means  of  destruction 
has  gone  forward  apace :  gunpowder, 
rifles,  cannon  of  greater  and  greater 
destructive  power,  submarines,  jets, 
rockets,  and  now  the  atom  and  hydro- 
gen bombs,  all  invented  and  produced  for  the  purpose  of 
destruction. 

One  cannot  help  believing  that  but  for  Soviet  Russia 
the  world  now  might  be  at  least  at  comparative  peace. 
It  is  this  nation  which  through  its  ruthless  rulers,  by 
every  Machiavellian  effort,  seeks  to  stir  up  strife  through- 
out the  world. 

Perhaps  man,  having  delved  into  the  intricacies  and 
mysteries  of  science,  has  created  by  his  own  efforts  such 
appalling  means  of  destruction  that  like  Frankenstein  he 
will  lose  control  of  the  monster  that  he  has  created.    He 
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may  well  go  a  step  too  far,  bringing  about  the  destruction 
of  the  world  through  his  own  machinations,  and  thus 
save  the  Almighty  that  trouble. 

The  Good  and  the  Evil 

Reading  Sarton's  History  of  Science  recently,  we  were 
much  moved.  Here  again  were  the  remembrances  of  what 
the  human  mind  has  aspired  to  and  \\hat  it  has  accom- 
plished. The  second  has  never  equalled  the  first,  but  the 
path  of  man's  progress  is  amazing.  Herodotus  and  Thucy- 
dides,  the  Fathers  of  History;  Hippocrates,  the  Father 
of  Medicine;  Aristotle,  the  Father  of  Zoology;  Theo- 
phrastus,  the  Father  of  Botany — these  men  made  many 
mistakes  in  their  quest  for  the  truth,  but  the  eagerness 
and  earnestness  with  which  they  engaged  in  their  studies 
somehow  restored  our  faith  in  human  nature.  The  trouble 
makers  usually  cause  a  bigger  stir.  The  Hitlers  and 
Stalins  sometimes  seem  to  monopolize  history.  But  all 
the  time  there  is  the  steady  surge  of  the  good  people  and 
the  creators.  The  destroyers  are  surely  in  the  minority. 
It  is  only  that  one  minute  or  one  hour  or  one  year  can 
destroy  what  has  required  years  or  centuries  to  build. 

On  a  smaller  scale,  we  have  observed  the  same  thing 
at  Hampden-Sydney.  The  College,  inevitably,  we  sup- 
pose, has  had  in  its  student  body  vandals,  thieves,  cheats, 
boors.  Less  than  its  share,  certainly,  but  there  have  been 
some.  On  occasion  these  people  cause  a  lot  of  noise  or 
confusion  or  dismay  and  discouragement.  But  it  is  always 
encouraging  to  remember  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
fine,  steady,  reliable  boys  who  know  what  is  right  and 
constantly  strive  toward  it.  When  we  think  on  them, 
we  worry  less  about  the  future.  Q.   H.  T. 

Hampden-Sydney  Weather 

Around  every  college  there  grows  up  a  body  of  myth- 
ology. For  example  there  is  alwavs  the  myth  about  the 
professor  who  grades  papers  by  throwing  them  down  a 
flight  of  stairs.  The  paper  that  lands  on  the  highest  step 
receives  the  top  mark,  and  so  on  down  the  flight  of  stairs 
until  the  sub-basement  is  reached.  In  rebuttal,  it  might 
be  pointed  out  that  no  teacher  is  p-oing  to  expend  the 
effort  that  bending  over  to  pick  up  all  of  these  papers  and 
noting  their  positional  grade  would  require.  Much  easier 
to  sit  in  a  swivel  chair  and  think  up  other  ways  of  appor- 
tioning marks,  even  by  reading  through  the  papers. 

A  myth  that  Is  perhaps  peculiar  to  Hampden-Sydney 
students  is  the  one  about  the  weather — how  no  weather 
is  as  awful  as  that  in  this  particular  section  of  Prince 
Edward  Coimty.  For  instance,  in  a  recent  issue  of  The 
Record,  one  of  our  admired  student  contributors 
stated :  "It  Is  the  firm  belief  of  all  Hampden-Sydney 
students  that  it  rains  at  Hampden-Sydney  seventy-five  per- 
cent of  the  time  ....  It  is  hard  to  remember  a  single 
"•eek-end  completely  free  from  rain  since  January  .... 
It  would  be  wise  to  bring  an  umbrella  \\hen  you  come  to 
visit." 

This  view  of  the  \\etness  of  the  Hampden-Sydney 
climate  we  find  encouraf^ing  upon  recalling  that  not  manv 
years  ago  we  were  told  that  the  College  lav  in  a  semi- 
arid  region  and  never  got  enough  rain.  Things  are  Im- 
proving. 


As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  did  rain  here  almost  every 
week-end  since  January.  But  so  it  did  in  Richmond,  too. 
The  Richmond  newspapers  were  always  commenting  on 
the  fact.  Our  writer  was  from  Richmond.  How  does 
it  happen  he  wasn't  aware  of  the  Richmond  rains?  Pre- 
sumably because  he  got  rained  on  at  Hampden-Sydney 
and  not  in  Richmond,  though  the  rain  is  just  as  wet  in 
one  place  as  the  other.  Anyway,  it  is  encouraging  to  see 
that  some  students  remain  at  Hampden-Sydney  over  week- 
ends to  find  out  what  the  weather  is  really  like. 

We  could  go  on  and  on,  pointing  out  spring  hailstorms 
in  New  York  City  while  Hampden-Sydney  remained 
perfectly  dry,  spring  wind  and  rain  storms  In  Richmond 
which  left  Hampden-S\dne.\'  untouched,  June  dances 
held  here  in  perfect  weather,  etc.,  etc.  But  undoubtedly 
the  myth  would  still  persist. 

^Vhy  does  it  exist  at  all  ?  We  don't  know,  but  here 
are  several  guesses:  (i)  People  always  think  conditions 
are  worst  wherever  they  happen  to  be.  (2)  People  don't 
read  the  newspaper  accounts  of  the  weather  over  the  state 
and  country.  (3)  At  Hampden-Sydney  there  is  more 
grass  to  get  wet,  more  trees  to  drip  water,  and  more 
depressions  to  become  puddles,  and  the  buildings  are 
farther  apart  than  in  most  places,  so  people  seem  to  get 
wetter,  and  maybe  do.  (4)  Since  Noah's  day,  people  like 
to  grumble  about  the  weather.

Back  Road  to  Farmville 

This  past  summer  the  State  Highway  Department  took 
a  notion  to  resurface  Highway  15  between  Farmville 
and  Kingsville.  The  work,  expeditiously  carried  out,  did 
involve  some  one-way  traffic  and  consequent  short  delays 
in  the  hot  sun.  In  addition,  we  were  considerably  un- 
nerved on  two  occasions  when,  after  the  red  flag  (or 
rag)  had  been  handed  over  to  the  signalman  on  duty  by 
the  last  In  a  line  of  cars  and  our  own  line  was  sent  Into 
the  one-way  stretch,  a  single  car  came  tearing  along  against 
our  stream  of  traffic.  American  democracy  has  come  to 
be  built  largely  on  faith  in  the  inviolability  of  one-way 
streets  and  traffic.  When  these  concepts  prove  unreliable, 
our  whole  way  of  life  is  in  danger. 

Shaken  by  this  consideration,  and  also  unstrung  by  the 
waits  in  the  sun,  we  decided  to  patronize  more  frequently 
what  is  known  as  the  Back  Road  to  Farmville  (or  to 
Hampden-Sydney,  depending  on  which  direction  you  are 
headed),  but  what,  we  imderstood,  was  at  one  time  the 
main  road  to  Farmville  (or  Hampden-Sydney).  We 
found  it  a  delightful  experience.  The  road  is  narrow  and 
winding,  which  makes  for  a  top  speed  of  forty  miles  per 
hour,  with  thirty  much  more  comfortable.  This  allows 
for  leisurely  contemplation  and  observation  of  the  largeh' 
wooded  terrain.  At  the  same  time,  the  actual  distance  to 
Farmville  is  shorter  than  by  the  main  highway.  With 
our  terminus  the  tennis  courts  at  Longwood  College 
(which  must  have  been  the  Normal  School  or  something 
even  earlier  \\hen  the  Back  Road  was  the  main  road), 
we  went  in  one  way  and  came  back  the  other.  The 
Back  Road  was  exactly  two  and  one-half  tenths  of  a 
mile  shorter,  or  one-fourth  of  a  mile. 

There  are  several  interesting  features  along  this  route. 
Parallel   traces  of  the  old   railroad   bed   may  be  seen   at 
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intervals;  this  is  the  railroad  whose  tracks  were  never 
laid,  but  whose  embankment  forms  part  of  the  track 
iji  Death  Valley  and  a  cut  of  which  is  still  to  be  seen 
through  the  woods  just  across  the  road  from  Death 
\'alley.  At  three  and  a  half  miles  the  road  surmounts 
a  little  ridge  from  which  the  whole  terrain  seems  to 
decline  into  the  Appomattox  valley,  giving  an  impression 
of  height  without  being  high.  At  four  and  a  half  miles 
one  comes  to  a  sharp  right-hand  turn  rather  well  banked 
for  a  county  road.  At  five  and  three  tenths  miles,  ap- 
proaching the  outskirts  of  Farm\ille,  one  observes  on  a 
knoll  at  the  right  the  house  of  the  Principal  of  Worsham 
School,  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney.  Occasionally 
there  is  the  pleasure  of  meeting  some  familiar  car,  as 
once  that  of  the  esteemed  editor-in-chief  of  this  publication. 

Traveling  the  Back  Road  is  not  without  its  hazards. 
Like  many  county  roads,  its  width  has  been  fiendishly  cal- 
culated to  just  permit  (infinitive  purposely  split)  the 
passage  of  two  cars,  which  cannot  be  accomplished  at  all 
without  some  nervous  jockeying.  Now  and  then  a  car 
will  feel  that  it  has  not  been  granted  enough  passageway 
and  take  to  the  shoulders  with  cries  of  rage.  Other 
more  cautious  souls  (or  machines)  will  get  off  on  the 
shoulders  as  soon  as  an  opposing  vehicle  is  sighted  down 
the  road.  On  one  occasion  we  hove  up  behind  a  wide- 
bodied  truck  proceeding  toward  Farmville  at  twenty  miles 
an  hour.  Desiring  to  pass,  we  honked,  or  rather  blew 
(cars  don't  seem  to  honk  any  more,  or  even  toot;  they 
blast).  The  truck  replied  by  pulling  more  firmly  into 
the  center  of  the  road  and  continuing  its  leisurely  jog, 
content  with  a  perfect  road-block.  The  driver  apparently 
had  been  brought  up  on  the  roads  of  Kentucky.  It  took 
a  long  straight  stretch  of  grassy  shoulder  to  get  us  by. 

Such  are  some  of  the  hazards  of  the  Back  Road  to 
Farmville  ;  but  we  recommend  it  to  visitors  and  inhabitants 
of  Hampden-Sydney  who  want  a  brief  escape  from  the 
pell-mell  pace  of  Route   I5-

Excerpts  from  the  Dean's  Report 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees 

Gentlemen: 

The  177th  session  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  closed 
with  Commencement  on  June  8th.  In  general  the  year 
was  satisfactory,  but  it  could  not  help  showing  the  ab- 
sence of  President  Gammon  with  his  guiding  hand  on 
each  phase  of  the  activities  of  the  College.  He  has  been 
greatly  missed,  and  it  is  the  hope  and  prayer  of  each 
and  every  one  that  he  will  recover  speedily  and  return 
to  carry  on  his  outstanding  administration. 

It  was  fortunate  that  at  the  time  of  President  Gam- 
mon's absence  Macon  Reed  was  on  the  campus  and 
available  for  helping  out  in  the  Dean's  Office.  His 
former  service  for  thirteen  years  in  that  office  made  him 
an  ideal  man,  and  this  official  record  of  his  helpfulness 
is  certainly  due  him.  It  is  also  worthy  of  comment  that 
Mr.  James  E.  Kinard,  who  has  since  become  Assistant 
Dean,  was  willing  to  forego  part  of  his  work  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  order  to  be  of  assistance.  How- 
ever, on  account  of  the  availability  of  Dean  Reed,  it  was 
inadvisable  to  cause  this  disturbance  in  Mr.  Kinard's 
plans.    His  willingness  is  gratefully  recorded. 

In  fact,  it  should  be  recognized  that  any  success  in 
carrying  on  the  regular  routine  of  the  College  is  the 
result  of  the  outstanding  cooperation  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Atkinson  and  of  the  Faculty  and  of  everyone  connected 
with  the  College.  Appreciation  of  this  fact  might  be 
worthy  of  some  action  on  the  part  of  the  Board. 

THE  FACULTY 

The  Faculty  carried  on  its  work  with  its  customary 
efficiency  and  success.  This  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that 
only  eleven  men  were  dropped  by  the  Faculty  at  the  end 
of  the  year  while  eighteen  Freshmen  whose  work  was 
unsatisfactory  were  allowed  to  return  only  on  evidence 
of  satisfactory  work  in  some  recognized  summer  school. 

The  Board  will  be  interested  in  the  fact  that  Assistant 
Professor  Robert  T.  Hubard  is  taking  graduate  work  in 
Political  Science  during  the  summer  at  Duke  LTniversIty. 
Also  at  Duke  under  grants-in-aid  from  the  Graduate 
School  of  the  University,  Professor  Philip  H.  Ropp  and 
Librarian  Paul  L.  Grier  will  spend  six  weeks  as  they 
see  fit  In  improving  themselves  for  service  to  Hampden- 
Sydney. 

Dr.  James  E.  ^Vorsham,  our  new  Chemistry  man,  is 
spending  the  summer  in  the  National  Laboratory  at  Oak 
Ridge,  Tennessee.  In  a  recent  letter  he  states :  "This  is 
exactly  the  type  of  work  I  need  to  put  me  in  condition 
for  an  Inspiring  year  at  Hampden-Sydney." 

Mr.  M.  H.  Bittinger,  Professor  of  Economics,  is 
teaching  for  the  summer  at  Longwood  College ;  and 
Dr.  T.  H.  Pearson  Is  teaching  Chemlstn,'  in  the  Summer 
School  of  the  University  of  Virginia 
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In  his  last  report  to  the  Board,  President  Gammon  an- 
nounced the  selection  of  Dr.  Worsham  as  Associate  Pro- 
fessor of  Chemistry  and  Mr.  James  E.  Kinard  as  Assistant 
Dean  and  Assistant  Professor  of  History  and  obtained 
approval  of  their  employment.  I  am  pleased  to  announce 
to  the  Board  that  Dr.  W.  B.  Guerrant,  the  retiring 
President  of  Austin  College,  Sherman,  Texas,  has  ac- 
cepted the  Chair  of  Bible.  He  will  make  a  noteworthy 
addition  to  our  Faculty. 

COACHING  STAFF 

The  College  is  fortunate  in  having  James  Hickey  as 
Athletic  Director.  He  is  cooperative  with  the  Adminis- 
tration and  Faculty  and  efficient  in  his  direction  of  the 
various  sports. 

Our  trio  of  coaches  has  been  changed  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Waldo  Matthews  as  basketball  coach.  Mr.  Hickey, 
with  approval  of  the  Athletic  Council,  has  assigned  the 
basketball  work  to  Mr.  Claude  Milam,  who  will  also 
continue  to  handle  baseball.  He  has  secured  Mr.  Robert 
Thalman  to  assist  in  football  and  basketball  and  to 
have  charge  of  track  in  the  spring.  It  is  expected  that 
greater  emphasis  and  interest  in  this  form  of  sport  will 
result  and  that  there  will  be  more  use  of  the  excellent 
new  track. 

THE  LIBRARY 

If  all  departments  of  the  College  were  as  efficiently 
conducted  as  the  Library,  the  College  would  be  for- 
tunate. This  is  due  to  our  superior  librarian,  ]\Ir.  Paul  L. 
Grier.  His  annual  report  is  worthy  of  study.  With  the 
full-time  assistance  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Diehl  Laws  as 
cataloguer  and  with  the  use  of  .seven  part-time  student 
assistants,  the  Library  is  open  for  service  72J/2  hours 
per  week.  On  account  of  the  addition  of  8oo-l,000  new 
volumes  per  year,  the  necessity  for  additional  stack  space 
will  soon  become  a  requirement.  Fortunately,  the  height 
of  the  annex  will  accommodate  additional  stacks. 

The  microfilming  of  The  Neic  York  Times,  The  Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch,  and  The  Farniville  Herald  will 
save  an  untold  amount  of  space. 

COLLEGE  PROPERTY 

Without  doubt  the  Board  subscribes  to  President 
Gammon's  idea  of  putting  all  College  property  in  good 
shape  and  in  keeping  it  that  wav.  Through  the  coopera- 
tion of  Mr.  Herman  Duncan,  there  is  an  effort  to  keep 
this  expense  at  a  minimum  this  year. 

The  attic  insulation  of  two  dwellings  has  made  them 
endurable  in  the  summer  heat  with  a  reported  drop  of 
several  degrees  and  will  be  expected  to  add  comfort  in 
the  winter. 

Cushing  Hall  has  been  made  into  a  building  which  one 
has  become  proud  to  show.  The  same  treatment  is  being 
applied  to  Venable  Hall  with  the  same  results,  we  hope. 
I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  work  is  progressing  rapidly. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  rooms,  Cushing  Hall  has 
been  well  kept ;  but  there  are  a  few  exceptions.  It  is 
planned  to  have  posted  in  each  room  of  both  dormitories 
a  notice  that  the  occupant  is  responsible  for  any  abuse 
of  the  room  and  for  payment  of  repairs.  Each  dormitory 
will  be  inspected  weekly  and  reports  of  damage  and 
assessment   reported   to  the  Administration. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 
In  order  to  make  it  a  matter  of  record,  we  are  glad 
to  report  that  the  Alax  C.  Fleischmann   Foundation  of 
Nevada   has    granted    to    Hanipden-Sydney    the    simi    of 


$5,000,  to  be  used  in  scholarship  aid  for  desirable  but 
needy  men.  The  responsibility  for  this  gift  goes  to  Mr. 
Watt  Dunnington  of  New  York.  The  Administration 
has  already  written  to  thank  both  men  and  the  Founda- 
tion. 

ALUMNI 

There  have  been  the  usual  meetings  of  alumni  chapters 
in  the  various  localities.  Meetings  in  Lewisburg  and 
Charleston,  AVest  Virginia,  were  attended  by  Dr.  Gam- 
mon; Waynesboro,  Lynchburg,  and  Richmond  by  Dr. 
Gammon  and  Dr.  Thompson ;  Richmond  by  Dr.  Wilson, 
Mr.  Hickey,  and  the  other  coaches ;  Roanoke  by  Dr. 
Wilson;  Halifax  and  New  York  by  Mr.  Atkinson;  and 
Norfolk  by  Mr.  Bittinger  and  Mr.  Hickey. 

The  Alumni  Fund  for  the  year  amounted  to  $33,185.00 
from  1,066  alumni  and  friends.  The  expenses  have  been 
$10,194,  leaving  a  balance  of  $22,991. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Bluford,  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina, 
has  conceived  the  idea  of  organizing  the  Parents  and 
Friends  of  Hampden-Sydney.  He  held  a  meeting  of 
an  organizing  committee  recently  and  one  of  their 
proposals  was  a  Parents'  Day.  If  all  the  parents  be- 
come as  enthusiastic  as  this  small  group,  the  innovation 
will  be  a  success. 

VOCATIONAL  GUIDANCE  CENTER 
With  the  approval  of  President  Gammon  and  in 
cooperation  with  the  Educational  Board  of  the  Presby- 
terian Church,  a  vocational  guidance  center  has  been 
established  at  Hampden-Sydney  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  D.  M.  Allan.  Not  only  the  College  students  but 
also  high  school  students  may  report  to  the  College  for 
this  series  of  vocational  tests  and  for  guidance.  This  pro- 
gram should  prove  helpful  to  the  College  and  also  render 
a  service  to  the  youth  of  the  Synod. 

Since  Dr.  Allan  has  been  teaching  a  full  load.  Presi- 
dent Gammon  promised  him  an  assistant  psychologist  in 
order  to  develop  this  Guidance  Center.  ^Ve  have 
secured  Mr.  O.  Wilson  Lacy,  who  finished  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  in  the  Class  of  1947.  He  has  completed  his 
course  work  at  the  LTniversity  of  Pennsylvania  and  needs 
only  to  finish  his  dissertation  to  earn  his  Ph.D.  degree.  In 
addition  to  his  work  at  the  Guidance  Center,  Mr.  Lacy 
will  also  assist  Dr.  Allan  in  the  P.sychology  Department  ; 
and  have  charge  of  the  remedial  reading.  It  is  hoped  that  \ 
some  of  the  Presbyteries  of  the  Synod  will  contribute 
financially  to  the  support  of  the  Guidance  Center. 

VIRGINIA  FOUNDATION  FOR 
INDEPENDENT  COLLEGES 
On  June  i8th,  in  view  of  President  Gammon's  ab- 
.sence,  I  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Virginia  Foundation 
for  Independent  Colleges.  I  was  much  impressed  with 
the  interest  and  enthusiasm  not  so  much  of  the  presidents 
present  but  of  the  Board  repre.sentatives.  It  seems  to 
me  that  this  is  an  organization  to  \\-hich  the  College 
should  be  represented  in  active  participation.  The  Founda- 
tion propo.ses  to  bring  the  service  and  the  needs  of  the 
iiidc|iendent  liberal  arts  colleges  of  the  State  to  the  atten- 
tion of  industry  and  business.  Like  organizations  are  pro\ - 
ing  their  worth  in  other  states.

PROFESSOR  WILLIAM  B.  GUERRANT 

Additions  to  the  Faculty 

The  Hampden-Sydney  Faculty  and  Administration 
have  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  four  new  men, 
with  one  departure. 

Dr.  AVilliam  B.  Guerrant  has  been  secured  for  the 
chair  of  Bible  which  was  left  vacant  by  the  death  of  the 
beloved  Dr.  J.  B.  Massey  and  which  has  been  temporarily 
filled  by  Professor  J.  W.  Whitted  of  the  Department  of 
Modern  Languages.  The  College  is  very  fortiuiate  to 
have  a  man  of  Dr.  Guerrant's  calibre  on  its  faculty.  He 
and  Dr.  Charles  F.  McRae  will  constitute  a  strong  Bible 
Department. 

Dr.  Guerrant  is  the  retiring  President  of  Austin  Col- 
lege, Sherman,  Texas.  Previous  to  his  term  as  Presi- 
dent, he  was  Professor  of  Bible  and  Philosoph)  at  the 
same  institution. 

Dr.  Guerrant,  a  native  of  Danville,  Kentucky,  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from  Center  College. 
Later  he  received  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  from 
Louisville  Presbyterian  Seminary  and  the  degree  of  Doc- 
tor of  Sacred  Theology  from  the  Biblical  Seminary  in 
New  York  City.  He  also  holds  the  honorary  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Divinity  from  King  College,  Bristol,  Vir- 
ginia, and  the  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  Southwestern 


University,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  Center  College  of 
Danville,  Kentucky. 

Dr.  Guerrant  is  the  former  pastor  of  Highland  Presby- 
terian Church  and  Superintendent  of  the  Highland  In- 
stitute, Highland,  Kentucky.  For  two  years  he  was 
President  of  Stonewall  Jackson  College,  Abingdon,  Vir- 
ginia, and  for  two  )ears  prior  to  going  to  Austin  College 
in  1943  was  College  Chaplain  and  Instructor  of  Bible 
at  Lincoln  Memorial  Uni\ersity  in  Harrogate,  Tennessee. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Guerrant  have  two  sons.  William  Bar- 
nett,  Jr.,  is  currently  employed  as  a  chemist  with  the 
Anderson-Clayton  Company  of  Sherman,  Te.xas,  and 
Dr.  John  Summerfield  is  a  practicing  physician  in  San 
Francisco,  California.  Dr.  and  I\Irs.  Guerrant  are  living 
at  what  is  now  termed  the  Dabney  Apartments,  the  resi- 
dence used  so  long  as  the  home  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  J.  H.  C. 
Winston. 

Mr.  James  E.  Kinard,  the  new  Assistant  to  the  Dean 
of  the  College,  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  on  the  first  of 
July.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Newberry  College,  Newberry, 
South  Carolina,  where  his  father  is  President  of  the  Col- 
lege. Mr.  Kinard  has  almost  completed  his  requirements 
for  his  Ph.D.  at  the  L^niversity  of  Virginia  in  the  De- 
partment of  History  and  has  been  working  in  the  Per- 
sonnel and  Placement  Office  under  Charles  Henry  Kauff- 
man,  the  Director.  He  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  with 
the  high   recommendations  of  President  Colgate  Darden, 


ASSISTANT  DEAN  JAMES  E.  KINARD 
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Thomas  P.  Abernathy,  Chairman,  and  other  members  of 
the  History  Department  at  the  University  of  Virginia. 

Mr.  Kinard  is  unmarried  and  is  rooming  in  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Charles  Hall  Davis  on  Via  Sacra. 

Dr.  James  E.  Worsham,  Jr.,  is  the  new  Associate 
Professor  of  Chemistry,  replacing  Professor  C.  W.  Bon- 
durant,  Jr.,  who  left  to  continue  his  graduate  studies 
at  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute.  Mr.  Bondurant  was 
a  popular  teacher,  and  the  best  wishes  of  student  body 
and  faculty  follow  him  as  he  continues  his  preparation 
in  his  field. 

Dr.  Worsham  is  a  graduate  of  the  University  of  Rich- 
mond in  the  Class  of  1947.  He  did  graduate  work  at 
Vanderbilt  University  in  1947-48  and  received  his  Ph.D. 
in  Chemistry  at  Duke  University  in  June,  1953-  During 
his  last  year  at  Duke  he  held  the  Monsanto  Chemical 
Company  Fellowship.  This  summer  he  worked  as  a  re- 
search chemist  at  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratory,  Oak 
Ridge,  Tennessee.  Dr.  Worsham  was  highly  recom- 
mended by  the  Head  of  the  Chemistry  Department  at 
Duke,  the  Oak  Ridge  National  Laboratory,  and  Dean 
Charles  S.  Sydnor,  '18,  Dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of 
Arts  and  Sciences  at  Duke. 

O.  Wilson  Lacy,  graduate  of  the  class  of  '47,  returns 
to  Hampden-Sydney  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Psychology 
and  Associate  Director  of  Guidance.  Mr.  Lacy  has  re- 
cently completed  three  years  of  work  in  the  Graduate 
School  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  is  a  can- 
didate for  his  doctor's  degree.  Following  graduation,  Mr. 
Lacy  taught  for  one  year  in  Emporia,  Virginia,  and  for 
two  years  at  Staunton  Military  Academy  in  Staunton, 
Virginia. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lacy  will  live  in  the  upper  floor  apart- 
ment at  the  Maples. 

Venable  Hall  Renovated 

During  the  past  summer  Venable  Hall  received  the 
same  treatment  as  Cushing  Hall  in  1952.  It  can  hardly 
be  called  a  face-lifting,  as  the  face — the  exterior — is  the 
same.  But  within,  everything  is  different — at  a  cost  of 
approximately  $95,000. 

Walls  have  been  replastered.  New  lighting  fixtures 
and  wall  outlets  have  been  installed.  The  woodwork  has 
been  painted  a  more  pleasing  green.  The  floors  of  the 
rooms  and  halls  have  been  covered  with  gray  plastic  tiling. 
A  new  heating  plant  has  been  installed  and  is  governed 
by  an  outside  thermostat. 

As  in  Cushing,  probably  the  most  noticeable  and  lauded 
improvement  is  the  reconstituted  lavatories  and  shower 
rooms.  Here  entirely  new  fixtures  have  been  installed, 
and  the  floors  and  lower  walls  tiled  in  white  and  black. 

The  dining  hall  is  resplendent  in  new  white  paint  and 
new  ceiling  lights. 

Four  new  rooms  have  been  opened  up  in  the  base- 
ment. As  one  room  on  the  top  floor  was  converted  into  a 
lavatory,  this  leaves  a  total  gain  of  three  rooms  for 
student  occupancy. 

The  work  was  done  by  the  same  four  concerns  that 
worked  on  Cushing:  plastering  and  carpentry  by  the 
Taylor  Manufacturing  Co.  of  Farmville,  the  heating 
and   plumbing  work  by  W.   J.   Bloomfield   and   Son   of 


Farmville,  the  hard  and  plastic  tiling  by  Oliva  and  Laz- 
zuri  of  Richmond,  and  the  electric  work  by  Edgar  M. 
Andrews  of  Richmond.  This  was  a  rush  job  which  had 
to  be  completed  within  the  vacation  months  and  these 
four  companies  seem  to  have  cooperated  even  more  effic- 
iently than  last  year. 

Venable  Memorial 

The  Venables  of  Hampden-Sydney  have  been  memorial- 
ized by  a  small  garden  in  the  nook  back  of  the  Hampden- 
Sydney  "birthplace,"  southeast  of  the  Administration 
Building. 

The  plot  is  centered  around  a  bronze  sundial  mounted 
on  a  square  stone  shaft  with  beveled  edges,  which  in  turn 
sits  on  a  millstone  brought  from  the  Venable  home,  the 
Grottoes.  The  legend  around  the  sundial  is  Browning's 
lines:  grow  old  along  with  me.    the  best  is  yet

Reference  is  to  Nathaniel  Venable,  in  whose  oflSce  at 
Slate  Hill  in  1775  five  members  of  Hanover  Presbytery 
laid  the  foundations  for  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

The  memorial  is  the  generous  gift  of  Mrs.  Emmett 
Kyle  of  London  Bridge,  Virginia,  and  Mr.  William  W. 
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Venable,  '27,  in  honor  of  their  father,  uncle,  and  three 
aunts  named  above. 

The  plantings  around  the  memorial  have  been  super- 
vised by  Mrs.  David  C.  Wilson  of  Hampden-Sydney. 
The  millstone  is  surrounded  by  a  circle  of  double  tulips 
and  low  English  box.  To  the  south  and  east  are  rec- 
tangular plots  of  roses  and  peonies  brought  from  the 
Venable  home.

A  host  of  Alumni  and  friends  of  Dr.  Frank  A.  Brown, 
'oi,  will  read  with  interest  an  account  of  his  condition 
which  was  included  in  a  letter  from  the  Reverend  Lewis 
H.  Lancaster,  'og,  writing  from  the  Roard  of  World  Mis- 
sions in  July. 

In  June,  a  specialist  in  Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  diag- 
nosed Dr.  Brown's  illness  as  Hansen's  disease  and  upon 
arriving  at  the  Government  Hospital  at  Carville,  La., 
this  diagnosis  was  confirmed.  It  was  thought  that  the 
disease  was  contracted  in  China  sometime  between  1 910 
and  1949.  At  the  time  of  this  w-riting  Dr.  Brown's  gen- 
eral health  is  reported  as  extremely  good. 

The  following  excerpts  from  Dr.  Brown's  letter  to  the 
Reverend  Mr.  Lancaster  give  an  interesting  insight  into 
the  wonderful  spirit  and  faith  of  the  writer:  "Two  things 
my   friends   should    know.     I    lack    for    nothing,    and    I 


covet  prayer  for  the  four  hundred  patients  here.  This 
is  a  wonderful  place  with  a  three  or  four  million  dollar 
plant,  a  recreation  building  said  to  cost  a  half  a  million 
dollars,  two  spacious  churches,  and  two  chaplains  .... 
I  hear  that  several  missionaries  have  been  here  as  patients 
and  have  been  discharged  ....  I  meet  such  interesting 
personalities  each  day  ....  I  receive  at  least  a  dozen 
letters  daily.  The  only  drawback  is  that  I  will  not  be 
able  to  answer  them  all.  In  a  month  or  two  I  may  be 
able  to  write  a  brief  story  of  this  remarkable  place." 

Dr.  Brown  expressed  his  gratitude  and  appreciation 
for  messages  from  friends.  His  address  is  Rev.  Frank  A. 
Brown,  D.D.,  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service  Hospital, 
Carville,  Louisiana.

The  Visiting  Scholars  Program  was  inaugurated  in  the 
summer  of  1952  and  opens  all  of  Duke's  library,  labora- 
tory, and  classroom  facilities  to  professors  who  wish  to 
use  them  for  advanced  research  of  their  own  choosing. 

Dr.  Ropp,  '30,  of  the  English  Department,  engaged  in 
research  projects  within  his  field  of  special  interest,  and 
Mr.  Grier  took  a  special  course  on  Propaganda  and 
Public  Opinion  for  guidance  in  some  of  the  tasks  he 
finds  in  his  job  of  College  Librarian. 


Dr.  Gardner  Teaching  in  Pakistan 

Dr.  Randolph  S.  Gardner,  '35,  professor  of  mathe- 
matics-education at  the  State  College  for  Teachers,  Albany, 
New  York,  is  currently  associated  with  the  LTnited  States 
Education  Foundation  in  Pakistan  in  a  combined  teach- 
ing and  research   assignment  under  a  Fulbright  Award 


granted  by  the  United  States  State  Department.  He  is 
working  with  the  teachers'  college  affiliated  with  the 
University  of  Karachi. 

Prior  to  his  leaving.  Dr.  Gardner  attended  the  summer 
training  school  in  the  Naval  Reserve.  He  is  commanding 
officer  of  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve  Surface  Divi- 
sion 345,  based  in  Albany.  Mrs.  Gardner  and  children, 
Randolph  S.  Jr.,  eight,  Lynn,  four,  and  Patricia,  two, 
sailed  from  New  York  in  early  August,  and  Dr.  Gardner 
left  New  York  by  plane  later  in  the  month  to  join  his 
family  in  Paris. 

Dr.  Gardner  has  been  a  member  of  the  State  College 
for  Teachers  faculty  for  six  years  and  is  taking  his  sabbati- 
cal leave  to  fill  this  assignment  in  Pakistan. 


Bryan  Conrad,  '91 

While  Bryan  Conrad,  '91,  was  at  Hampden-Sydney 
only  one  session,  and,  as  he  was  wont  to  admit,  had  not 
starred  in  his  studies  and  had  had  brief  sojourns  at  three 
other  institutions,  he  was  always  an  especially  loyal  alum- 
nus of  the  College.  Col.  Conrad  died  suddenly  on  July  22. 

Colonel  Conrad  entered  the  United  States  Army  as  a 
private  and  steadily  advanced  to  the  rank  of  Colonel, 
retiring  with  that  rank  after  many  years  of  service.  He 
had  served  with  distinction  in  China  and  in  the  Philip- 
pines, serving  also  in  Europe  during  the  first  World  War. 
Colonel  Conrad  was  eighty-two  years  of  age  but  was 
hale  and  hearty  up  to  the  very  time  of  his  death,  which 
came  in  his  sleep  at  his  quarters  at  the  Commonwealth 
Club  where  he  had  resided  for  some  years.  Before  that 
he  had  lived  at  the  John  Marshall  Hotel ;  earlier  he  had 
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made  his  home  at  the  old  Westmoreland  Club,  remaining 
there  until  the  Club  was  discontinued. 

He  was  the  son  of  the  late  Holmes  Conrad,  a  most 
distinguished  lawyer  of  Winchester,  which  was  his  old 
home.  His  wife  died  a  number  of  years  ago.  He  is 
survived  by  a  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  Taylor  Pierce  of  Perka- 
sie,  Pennsylvania,  and  two  sisters  who  reside  in  Wash- 
ington. 

Colonel  Conrad  was  every  inch  a  soldier  and  looked 
the  part.  He  was  a  great  student  of  the  battles  of  the 
Civil  War,  having  made  extensive  tours  and  inspections 
of  the  battlefields.  He  was  for  a  number  of  years  with 
the  Virginia  Department  of  Conservation  and  Develop- 
ment, connected  with  that  branch  of  the  department  deal- 
ing with  historical  matters.  He  was  the  author  of  a 
number  of  historical  papers  and  pamphlets  and  of  a  most 
interesting  biography  of  General  James  Longstreet. 

Some  years  ago  Colonel  Conrad  came  to  Hampden- 
Sydney  to  address  the  Alumni  Association.  He  was  a 
man  of  wide  information  and  a  most  interesting  companion. 
A  fine  upstanding  soldier,  he  was  a  credit  to  the  service 
and  his  death  has  brought  sorrow  to  his  friends  and  ad- 
mirers. He  found  his  last  resting  place  in  the  National 
Cemetery  at  Arlington. 

Former  H-S  Teacher  In 
Greenville,  S.  C. 

The  Greenville  Piedmont,  Greenville,  South  Carolina, 
recently  carried  the  following  account  of  the  activities 
of  David  A.  Cline,  director  of  choral  music  at  Parker 
High  School :  "In  Greenville  for  the  past  two  seasons, 
he  has  brought  with  him  a  record  of  preparation  and 
experience  the  like  of  which  must  be  the  envy  of  his 
confreres  and  the  delight  of  his  pupils.  This  compara- 
tively newcomer  to  Greenville  music  circles  is  rapidly 
establishing  himself  here  to  the  very  great  pleasure  of 
all  who  have  met  him.  After  establishing  something  of 
a  record  for  musical  erudition  at  Bridgewater  College  in 
Virginia,  at  Northwestern  University,  the  University  of 
North  Carolina,  and  George  Peabody  College  for 
Teachers,  he  is  greatly  interested  in  the  average  student 
who  wants  only  to  study  music  for  the  enjoyment  he  gets 
out  of  it,  for  the  culture  and  polish  such  study  imparts, 
and  for  such  enjoyment  as  he  may  give  to  others.  He  is 
also  a  very  fine  teacher.  His  experience  in  the  teaching 
field  has  taken  him  into  other  classrooms  besides  those 
devoted  to  music,  having  taught  in  the  grammar  schools 
of  Augusta  County,  Virginia,  and  during  1947-1949  as 
a  teacher  of  Biology  at  Hampden-Sydney  College.  At 
Hampden-Sydney  he  also  directed  the  glee  club,  gave 
private  instruction  in  voice,  and  taught  classes  in  theory. 
Mr.  Cline  left  Hampden-Sydney  to  teach  choral  music 
and  public  school  music  in  Lake  Worth,  Florida.  He  has 
also  had  wide  experience  in  directing  church  choirs  and 


civic  choral  groups.  From  1943-45  Mr.  Cline  was  in 
the  American  Air  Force  and  saw  action  in  the  European 
Theater  of  Operations."

Teaching,  journalism,  and  insurance  (in  ascending 
order)  mark  the  career  to  date  of  John  Campbell  Basker- 
vill, '17.  Leaving  Hampden-Sydney  after  his  freshman 
year,  he  received  his  A.B.  from  Coe  College.  He  did 
three  years  of  study  towards  his  A.M.  at  the  University 
of  Tennessee  while  doing  newspaper  work  in  Knoxville 
from  1922  to  1926 

Among  other  positions  in  a  varied  career,  Mr.  Basker- 
vill has  taught  school  at  Corning  High  School,  Iowa, 
and  Kemper  Military  School,  Boonville,  Missouri;  has 
been  news  editor  and  managing  editor  of  the  Knoxville 
Sentinel;  manager  of  the  Raleigh  Bureau,  North  Caro- 
line Association  of  Afternoon  Newspapers ;  manager  of 
the  Lenoir  (N.  C.)  Chamber  of  Commerce;  and  at 
present  is  general  agent  for  the  Southern  Life  Insurance 
Company  in   Hickory,   North  Carolina. 

Mr.  Baskervill  married  Cleo  L.  Rucker,  of  Boonville, 
Missouri,  June  i,  1921.  They  have  two  children,  John  C. 
Baskervill,  Jr.,  and  Jean  Carter  Baskervill,  both  married. 
In  the  latest  generation  there  are  now  three  grandchildren.

Colonel  R.  C.  Stokes,  '02 

Hampden-Sydney  has  been  for  years  the  institution 
where  members  of  the  Stokes  family  have  received  their 
education. 

When  Colonel  Richard  Cralle  Stokes  died  on  August 
8,  1953,  Hampden-Sydney  lost  one  of  its  most  distin- 
guished alumni  and  one  of  her  most  loyal  supporters. 
Colonel  Stokes,  the  son  of  Colin  Stokes,  '73,  graduated 
\\ith  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  the  Class  of  '02.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Social  Fraternity  and  was 
prominent  among  the  students.  While  at  college  he  mani- 
fested real  oratorical  and  dramatic  powers  and  was  the 
recipient  of  medals  in  recognition  of  his  forensic  ability. 
He  also  had  a  prominent  part  in  presenting  plays  per- 
formed by  the  College  Dramatic  Club.  So  great  was 
his  ability  in  this  direction  that  he  continued  to  be  inter- 
ested in  dramatics  and  was  often  called  upon  at  an  enter- 
tainment. 

A  graduate  of  the  School  of  Law  of  Washington  and 
Lee  LTniversity,  he  was  a  very  successful  lawyer.  In 
1943  he  was  first  elected  to  the  Virginia  House  of  Dele- 
gates where  he  served  two  terms  \Aith  ability.  He  con- 
tinued a  successful  practice  of  law  until  the  time  of  his 
death.

ALUMNI    NOTES 


1901 

About  one  hundred  and  fifty  members  of  the  Allen 
family  and  their  guests  assembled  at  Douglas  Presby- 
terian Church,  Prince  Edward  County,  for  their  annual 
family  reunion  on  Sunday,  August  16.  The  Reverend 
George  F.  Bell  delivered  the  message  on  "Christian  Liv- 
ing."   Following  the  service  a  picnic  table  was  spread. 

1902 

The  following  editorial  on  the  condition  of  Colonel 
Houston  B.  Moore  appeared  in  the  summer  issue  of 
the  Greenbrier  Military  School  Ahinuii  Record:  "It  is  with 
a  heavy  heart  tliat  we  report  to  alumni  that  Colonel  H.  B.  Moore 
viJas  critically  injured  when  he  fell  from  atop  a  truckload  of 
baled  hay  to  the  concrete  floor  of  a  barn  on  his  farm  about 
6  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  Monday,  July  6.  He_  hit  on  his 
neck  and  shoulders,  and  his  injuries  included  the  jamming  of 
a  number  of  the  upper  vertebrae  with  probably  a  severed 
spinal  cord.  His  son,  who  was  with  him,  immediately  called 
doctors  and  an  ambulance.  The  Colonel  was  rushed  to  Green- 
brier Valley  Hospital  in  Ronceverte,  where  specialists  were 
called  in  at  once. 

"Since  copy  for  this  Record  was  already  in  the  forms, 
we  have  pulled  copy  on  this  page  to  bring  you  what  news  we 
can  of  the  sad  accident.  As  of  July  16,  the  Colonel's  condition 
is  critical.  You  may  be  sure  that  everytWng  possible  is  being 
done  for  him,  and  that  he  is  resting  as  comfortably  as  possible." 
[The  Ronceverte  West  Virginia  Ncivs  reports  in  late  August 
that  Colonel   Moore's   condition   is   still   critical.   Ed.] 

1915 

A.  B.  Carrington,  Jr.,  of  Danville,  Virginia,  was  recently 
appointed  by  Senator  A.  Willis  Robertson  to  assist  the  Senate 
Banking  and  Currency  Committee  in  a  survey  of  international 
trade  problems  and  expansion  of  operations  by  the  Export- 
Import  Bank.  His  role  will  be  to  assist  in  drawing  up  a 
report  on  the  present  situation  confronting  the  leaf  export 
business — a  situation  brought  about  by  the  fact  that  old  custo- 
mer countries,  which  in  prewar  years  bought  about  one-third  of 
the  South's  flue-cured  tobacco  crop,  cannot  earn  enough  to 
patronize  the  Southern  markets.  The  claim  is  that  existing 
American  tariffs  and  other  forms  of  the  protection  policy  are 
reducing  the  capacity  of  the  United  Kingdom  to  buy  American 
leaf.  Mr.  Carrington  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Governors 
of  the  Tobacco  Association  of  the  United  States,  which  at  its 
recent  annual  convention  revealed  anxiety  over  the  developing 
situation. 

1916 

Miss  Frances  Weimer  Thompson,  daughter  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Hugh  G.  Thompson,  of  Cliarleston,  West  Virginia, 
and  W.  Terry  Young,  also  of  Charleston,  were  married  on 
Saturday,   August   29,   in   the    First    Presbyterian    Church   of 


Charleston.    Dr.   Ernest   Trice    Thompson,    '14,    uncle    of    the 
bride,  officiated. 

1917 

Clarke  E.  Lindsay,  publisher  of  the  Charlottesville 
Daily  Progress,  appeared  as  spokesman  for  the  Virginia  Press 
Association  and  the  Southern  Newspaper  Publishers  Association 
before  the  House  of  Representatives  Postoffice  Committee  on 
postal  rates  increase.  Speaking  in  Washington  on  July  22, 
Mr.  Lindsay  said,  "The  publishing  industry  accepted  a  thirty 
per  cent  increase  in  second  class  rates  by  the  last  Congress 
on  the  understanding  that  the  entire  rate  structure  would  be 
studied.  To  raise  rates  while  the  study  is  in  progress  by  a 
Senate  committee  would  undermine  the  whole  project." 

The  Reverend  P.  Lee  Palmore,  missionary  to  Japan 
under  the  Methodist  Board  of  Missions,  is  spending  a  year's 
furlough  in  this  country.  Writing  from  Kobe,  Japan,  in  May, 
he  tells  of  his  plans :  "Our  joyous  plans  include  three  weeks 
in  India  with  our  daughter  Louisa  and  her  husband  and  two 
wee  girls.  This  will  be  followed  by  a  short  visit  with  Conrad 
Hines  in  Bombay.  Then  a  few  days  each  in  Palestine,  Italy, 
Switzerland,  France,  and  England,  landing  in  New  York 
August  21st  on  BOAC  plane.  Wedding  bells  are  to  ring  in  our 
family  again  on  August  29th.  Peyton  Lee  III  plans  to  marry 
Mary  Louise  Hind  in  Morrow  Memorial  Methodist  Church  in 
Maplewood,  New  Jersey  ....  After  September  IS,  mail 
should  reach  us  in  care  of  Mrs.  J.  Gordon  Jeter,  112  Hill  Top 
Drive,  Richmond,  Virginia." 

Dr.  Walter  S.  Newman,  President  of  Virginia  Polytechnic 
Institute,  Blacksburg,  Virginia,  was  named  by  Governor  Battle 
to  serve  a  three-year  term  as  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Council  on  the  V^irginia  Economy.  The  appointment  was  made 
during  the  summer. 

1919 
J.  Barrye  Wall,  editor  and  publisher  of  The  Farmville

in  Roanoke,  Virginia,  on  August  23.  He  used  as  his  subject

John  B.  Henneman,  Jr.,  graduated  at  Woodberry  Forest 
Preparatory  School  in  June,  having  established  a  record 
there  in  scholastic  achievement  thus  far  unsurpassed.  He 
won  about  every  honor  and  prize  awarded  at  this  fine 
institution  and  at  the  same  time  was  awarded  a  scholar- 
ship to  Princeton  University,  where  he  met  all  entrance 
requirements  and  entered  in  September.

York  and  a  nephew  of  Dr.  Richard  H.  Henneman,  '29, 
professor   of   Psychology   at    the    University   of   Virginia. 
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He  is  likewise  a  cousin  of  Professor  Robert  T.  Hubard, 
Jr.,  '35,  assistant  Professor  in  English  and  Government  at 
Hampden-Sydney.

I  den- Sydney. 

I      McNAIR.     The    Reverend    Lindsay    Evander    McNair, 
i  D.D.,  pastor-emeritus  of   the  First   Presbyterian   Church,   Or- 
lando, Florida,  died  in  that  city  during  the  first  week  of  June. 

Dr.  McNair  was  born  in  Jackson,  Tennessee,  November  17, 
1871,  the  son  of  Reverend  Evander  M.  and  Jennie  Stodghill 
McNair.  He  attended  William  Jewell  College,  Liberty,  Missouri 


and  Union  Theological  Seminary  at  Hampden-Sydney  from  1892- 
1894.  He  received  his  B.D.  degree  from  Louisville  Presby- 
terian Theological  Seminary  in  1895.  Ordained  on  July  20, 
1895  in  Upper  Missouri  Presbytery,  Dr.  McNair  served  in  the 
following  pastorates:  Platte  City,  Missouri,  1895-1896;  Pleasant 
Hill,  1896-1897:  Victor,  Colorado,  1898-1900;  St.  Joseph, 
Missouri,  1901-1908;  Alabama  Street  Church,  Memphis,  Tennes- 
see, 1908-1910;  Moore  Memorial  (now  Westminster)  Church, 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  1910-1917 ;  Westlake  Church,  Los  An- 
geles, California,  1927-1930 ;  First  Church,  Orlando,  Florida, 
1930-1942,  at  which  time  he  became  pastor-emeritus.  Dr.  Mc- 
Nair was  awarded  a  D.D.  degree  by  Highland  University  in 
Kansas.   He  was  moderator  of  the  Synod  of  Florida  in  1939. 

Funeral  services  were  held  in  the  First  Church,  Orlando, 
conducted  by  Dr.  Marshall  C.  Dendy,  the  former  pastor. 

Dr.  McNair  has  long  been  a  staunch  friend  and  supporter  of 
Hampden-Sydney.  He  served  as  president  of  the  Florida 
Alumni  Cliapter  from  1939  until  his  death. 

DAVIS.  Dr.  Arthur  Kyle  Davis,  86  years  of  age,  died 
on  Thursday  July  9,  1953,  at  his  home  in  Petersburg,  Virginia. 
Dr.  Davis  was  a  native  of  Petersburg.  He  served  as  President 
of  Southern  College  in  that  city  for  more  than  fifty  years. 
He  was  the  author  of  numerous  books  and  magazine  articles 
and  a  well-known  lecturer  and  speaker.  As  chairman  of  the 
Virginia  War  History  Commission,  established  after  World 
War  I,  he  directed  the  assembling  of  a  vast  quantity  of  source 
materials  relating  to  Virginia's  participation  in  the  war.  He 
was  twice  president  of  the  Virginia  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Schools  for  Girls  and  at  one  time  was  district  director  for 
Southside  Virginia  of  the  American  Red  Cross. 

Dr.  Davis  received  his  A.B.  and  A.M.  degrees  from  Ran- 
dolph-Macon College.  Hampden-Sydney  awarded  him  the 
honorary  degree  of  Litt.D.  in   1927. 
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Surviving  are  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Lucy  Davis  Jones,  of 
Petersburg,  and  Mrs.  John  Bateman  Young,  of  Japan ;  one 
son.  Dr.  Arthur  KyXi  Davis,  Jr.,  of  the  University  of  Vir- 
ginia faculty ;  one  brother,  Charles  Hall  Davis,  of  Petersburg ; 
two  grandcliildren  and  four  great-grandchildren.  Funeral  serv- 
ices were  held  on  Saturday,  July  11,  with  burial  in  Blandford 
Cemetery. 

McCLINTIC.  The  Reverend  Hugh  Peyton  McClintic, 
'97,  died  at  the  home  of  his  son,  W.  W.  McClintic,  in  Farm- 
ville,  Virginia,  on  Friday,  August  14,  19S3.  Funeral  services 
were  held  from  the  home  on  Sunday  afternoon  August  16, 
with  burial   in   Westview   Cemetery. 

A  son  of  William  and  Nancy  Byrd  McClintic,  he  was  born 
October  16,  1868.  near  Hot  Springs  in  Bath  County.  He  at- 
tended Hampden-Sydney  and  graduated  from  Union  Theological 
Seminary  in  Richmond  in   1899.

WARINNER.  Dr.  Algernon  Storrs  Warinner,  '14,  a 
native  of  Henrico  County,  Virginia,  died  at  his  home  in  Garden 
City,  Long  Island,  New  York,  on  Saturday,  July  11,  following 
an  extended  illness. 

For  the  past  thirty  years  Dr.  Warinner  had  been  chief  of 
the  surgical  department  of  Meadowbrook  Community  Hospital 
and  Mercy  Hospital,  both  in  Nassau  County,  New  York.  He 
was  the  recent  recipient  of  the  American  Cancer  Society's  dis- 
tinguished service  medal  and  a  citation  from  the  society  in 
"recognition  of  his  important  contribution  to  the  control  of 
cancer."  In  addition  to  being  a  member  of  New  York  State 
and  Nassau  County  medical  groups.  Dr.  Warinner  was  a 
member  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  American  Col- 
lege of  Surgeons,  and  the  American  Cancer  Society.  He  was 
a  life-long  member  of  Mizpah  Presbyterian  Church  in  Richmond. 

A  son  of  the  late  Dr.  J.  Ernest  Warinner  and  Mrs.  Pauline 
Storrs  Warinner,  Dr.  Warinner  made  his  home  at  "Hunslet 
Hall,"  Henrico  County,  until  after  his  graduation  from  Johns 
Hopkins  Medical  School  in  1920.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife, 
Mrs.  Anne  Harkonen  Warinner ;  one  son,  Algernon  Storrs 
Warriner,  Jr. ;  two  daughters,  Misses  Bette  Ann  and  Sally 
Grant  Warinner,  all  of  Garden  City,  and  two  brothers.  Dr. 
J.  Ernest  Warinner  Jr.,  and  Henry  G.  Warinner,  both  of  Rich- 
mond. 

Funeral  services  were  held  on  Tuesday,  July  14,  at  "Hunslet 
Hall"  with  burial   in  Forest  Lawn   Cemetery. 

HUTCHESON.  After  a  trying  six-months'  illness  borne 
with  fortitude,  Mrs.  Robert  Stele  Hutcheson  died  at  her  home 
in  Lexington,  Virginia,  on  Sunday,  August  9.

CALDWELL.  Frank  McFaden  Caldwell,  aged  21,  of 
Richmond,  Virginia,  was  killed  on  Friday,  July  17,  1953,  in  a 
marine  cargo  plane  crash  at  Milton,  Florida.  Midshipman 
Caldwell  and  tliirty-six  of  the  others  killed  in  the  crash  were 
Naval  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  students  on  a  flight 
from  Corpus  Cliristi,  Texas,  to  the  Little  Creek  Amphibious 
Base,  where  they  were  to  take  part  in  Summer  Training  Am- 
phibious Drills.  The  plane  had  landed  at  Whiting  Field  to 
refuel  and  crashed  after  taking  off.  Witnesses  said  the  craft 
started  climbing,  then  faltered,  plunged  at  high  speed  into  a 
clump  of  trees,  and  burst  into  flames.  Forty-one  lives  were  lost 
in  the  crash. 

Mr.  Caldwell  received  the  bachelor's  degree  in  physics  at 
Rice  Institute  this  year.  He  was  to  have  begun  graduate 
work  in  physics  at  the  University  of  Virginia  this  fall.  A 
1949  graduate  of  Thomas  Jefferson  High  School  in  Richmond, 
he  attended  Hampden-Sydney  during  the  1949-1950  term,  be- 
fore entering  Rice.  He  was  an  active  member  of  the  First 
Presb>'terian  Church  of  Richmond. 

The  body  was  shipped  by  plane  to  Richmond  where  funeral 
services  were  held  at  the  grave  in  Hollywood  Cemetery  on 
Thursday,  July  24.  Surviving  are  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Lawrence  C.  Caldwell,  and  a  brother,  Lawrence  C.  Caldwell, 
Jr.,  all  of  Richmond.  The  deceased  was  a  grandson  of  Frank 
Talbot  McFaden,  '86,  distinguished  clergyman  and  for  many 
years  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Hampden-Sydney 
College,  and  a  nephew  of  Frank  Talbot  McFaden,  Jr.,  of  the 
Class  of  '22. 

SINTON.  James  Winston  Sinton,  Jr.,  63,  retired  vice 
])resident  of  Atlantic  Life  Insurance  Co.,  Riclmiond,  died  Mon- 
day afternoon,  August  24,  at  his  hoine  near  Gloucester,  Va. 

Mr.  Sinton  held  the  positions  of  vice  president  and  actuary 
of   the   insurance   firm  upon   his   retirement   in   1946,   when   he  q 
came  to  Gloucester  County  to  live.  He  had  been  with  the  com- 
pany for  inore  than  30  years  and  was   secretary  prior  to  his 
promotion  to  the  vice  presidency.

Dr.  G.  V.  Morton  . .  .  READY 

Dr.  G.  V.  Morton,  who  died  yesterday,  was  one  of  the 
real  gentlemen  of  his  profession. 

His  fine  reputation  endured  brightly  long  after  he  retired 
from  medical  practice. 

I  did  not  know  him  as  a  doctor  but  rather,  in  these  later 
years,  as  a  friend  .  .  .  and  always  was  refreshed  by  the 
contact. 

Even  as  he  came  down  the  trail  into  the  sunset,  his  mind 
was  quick  and  strong,  his  faith  solid  as  the  rock.  For  Dr. 
Morton  never  compromised  with  right  and  honor  and  decency, 
because  to  him  those  were  the  enduring  qualities  of  character 
which  mattered. 

And  Dr.  Morton's  Christianity  was  the  active  working  kind, 
never  put  into  mothballs  for  any  reason.  Neither  was  his 
active  devotion  to  his  church,  which  was  a  challenge  to  many 
others,  right  up  to  the  end  of  his  life. 

There  was  something  rugged  and  indestructible  in  Dr.  Mor- 
ton's makeup,  something  you  couldn't  shake  or  undermine  or 
change.    He  wasn't  sour  or  solemn  about  life,  just   forthright. 

I  can  still  see  Dr.  Morton,  sitting  there  in  his  Sundav  School 
room  leaning  on  his  cane  and  breathing  with  a  little  difficulty 
...  but  not  missing  anybody,  never  over-looking  a  friend, 
ever  eager  and  ready  for  what  came  next. 

This  time,  death  came  next.    And  he  was  ready.

HISTORICAL 


Hampden-Sydney,  1896 

The  folluuing  item,  headed  "Ilainpden-Sydncy  Notes" 
and  icriffeii  by  Rev.  Richard  Mclhcaine,  D.D.,  President 
of  the  College,  appeared  in  The  Christian  Ob.server  fifty- 
seven  years  ago.  If'e  are  indebted  for  this  clipping  to  Mrs. 
.1 .  .1 .  Terrell  of  Hanipden-Sydney .  sister  of  R.  T.  Hiihard, 
ivhrj  appears  beloiv  as  a  senior. 

The  first  term  of  the  College  session  which  closed  on 
December  22  [1896]  was  distiiiguised  by  excellent  con- 
duct and  work  on  the  part  of  the  students.  These  ad- 
mirable features  of  College  life  have  not  been  more  con- 
spicuous for  many  years,  and  yet  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
a  brighter  or  happier  set  of  young  fellows  together. 

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  students  are  not  only 
professing  but  consistent  Christians.  Of  these  quite  a 
number  belong  to  Churches  other  than  the  Presbyterian, 
and  among  them  are  some  who  it  is  thought  will  enter 
the  ministry  of  their  several  denominations.  The 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  an  effective  organization,  and  under  the 
wise  leader.ship  of  its  President,  Mr.  W.  S.  AVilson,  of 
Roanoke,  is  doing  good  work.  The  Hampden-Sydney 
Magazine  has  been  ably  conducted,  and  ranks  with  the 
best  of  such  periodicals  in  the  country.  Its  editor,  Mr. 
R.  M.  Bird,  of  Petersburg,  \'irginia,  is  doing  himself 
much  credit  not  onl\-  by  the  character  of  his  editorials, 
but  also  by  the  impetus  he  has  given  to  the  literary  spirit 
among  the  students  as  evidenced  by  their  contributions 
im  the  magazine. 

The  results  of  the  intermediate  examinations  held  be- 
fore the  holidays  are  highly  gratifying,  a  very  large  pro- 
portion of  the  students  having  been  sustained  on  all  their 


examinations,  and  many  of  them  coming  out  with  dis- 
tinction on  one  or  more  studies.  Eleven  out  of  109  reached 
the  grade  of  distinction  (eighty-five  per  cent)  in  all  their 
classes.  Most  of  these  attained  an  average  grade  of  over 
ninety  per  cent,  and  one  grazed  ninety-five  per  cent.  Their 
i-ames  are  worthy  of  record,  and  are  as  follows:

A  remarkable  thing  about  this  list  is  that  three  out 
of  eleven  of  its  names  are  from  Petersburg,  which  has 
only  five  students  connected  with  the  College  at  present. 
A  few  additional  matriculates  are  expected  at  the  opening 
of  the  second  term  on  January  4.  It  is  believed  by  those 
in  position  to  form  a  correct  opinion,  that  the  removal  of 
Union  Theological  Seminary  will  help  rather  than  hinder 
the  College.

The  past  has  been 
full  of  the  loving  kindness  and  tender  mercies  of  our 
God,  and  doubtless  that  to  come  will  bring  renewed  and 
abundant  tokens  of  divine  grace   and   goodness.

Hampden-Sydney  ''Old  Shattered 
Place"  (1793) 

The  foUoiviiig  excerpt  from  the  Journals  of  James 
Meacham,  Methodist  circuit  rider  for  Roanoke,  Hanover, 
and  Portsmouth  circuits,  ivas  found  in  the  Manuscript 
Collection  in  the  Library  at  Duke  U?iii>ersiiy  by  Mrs. 
Paul  L.  Grier,  luife  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Librarian. 
Air.  ]\Iiacham  ivas  apparently  trm'eling  bctiveen  Cum- 
berland and  Charlotte  Counties.  It  is  a  little  surprising 
to  us,  as  to  Bro.  Meacham,  to  learn  of  the  dilapidated 
condition    of   Hampden-Sydney   in    l^QJ,   since    the    Col- 


lege ivas  not  even  tiventy  years  old  at  the  time.  It  is  not 
likely  that  the  xvriter's  being  a  Methodist  had  anything 
to  do  with  it.  Neither  could  he  have  been  referring  to 
Mclhvaine  Hall,  iihich  teas  still  a  century  in  the  future. 

Friday  [February]  8  [1793] 

"Early  this  morning  I  left  my  Elder  brethren  and  set 
out  for  my  own  appointments  about  2  o'clock  [sic.'l  I  ar- 
rived at  bro.  Moss's  appointment  but  preaching  was  over 
this  day.  I  passed  by  the  Presbyterian  College  in  Prince 
Edward  County  and  contrary  to  my  expectation  I  found 
it  to  be  an  old  shattered  unimpared  [sic^  place.  Tho 
I  suppose  there  hath  been  much  good  done  there."

Air  of  Optimism  Prevails  Over 

Death  Valley  as  Tigers  Prepare 

For  Nine-Game  Schedule 

As  The  Record  goes  to  press,  the  athletic  department 
is  making  last  minute  preparations  to  welcome  approxi- 
mately forty  footballers  who  have  been  invited  to  attend 
a  two  week  pre-season  session  of  intensive  football  prac- 
tice. Quite  a  few  new  faces  will  be  seen  aroimd  the  Tiger 
camp  as  they  prepare  to  embark  on  a  rough  nine-game 
schedule. 

The  Tigers  open  their  1953  season  when  they  meet 
Newport  News  Apprentice  under  the  lights  at  Farm- 
ville  on  September  i8th.    Game  time  is  8:00  P.  M. 

Although  losses  from  the  '52  season  will  leave  some 
gaps  to  be  filled,  Coach  Jim  Hickey,  the  youthful  foot- 
ball mentor,  feels  that  he  is  fortunate  to  have  several 
new  men  coming  in  this  fall,  and  they  should  more  than 
adequately  fill  the  vacancies  left  by  graduation  and  other- 
wise. Concerning  losses  and  gains,  Hickey  has  had  this 
to  say:  "We  will  have  to  depend  on  freshmen  at  several 
positions,  and  the  team  will  not  be  as  heavy  as  in  the  past, 
but  we  will  ha\e  better  overall  team  speed.  Our  defense 
.should  be  at  least  adequate,  but  we  are  counting  heavily 
on  some  of  the  new  men  to  provide  a  scoring  punch." 

Among  losses  from  the  '52  .sea.son,  which  saw  the  Ben- 
gals win  5,  lose  3,  and  tie  i,  are  Ronnie  Martinez,  All 
Little  Six  fullback,  and  John  Hodges,  the  225-pound 
tackle  who  was  chosen  captain  of  last  year's  All  Little 
Six  team.    Regis  Etz,  the  speedy  safety  man  from  Cape 


Charles,  will  not  be  returning.  Lee  LeCompte,  last  year's 
captain  and  center,  and  W.  C.  Reilly  will  also  be  absent 
as  the  Tigers  take  to  the  field. 

On  the  brighter  side,  Hickey  has  Stokley  Fulton  of 
Daiwille  and  Jim  Stokes  of  Kenbridge  returning  to  do 
full-time  duty  in  the  forward  wall.  Both  were  recently 
chosen  to  be  co-captains  for  the  coming  season.  Ron 
Henry  and  Bob  Tucker  will  give  the  club  added  strength 
in  the  forward  wall.  Tommy  Poland  and  Sonny  Som- 
mardahl,  both  sophomores,  will  fill  the  halfback  slots 
and  give  the  backfield  a  needed  punch.  Dean  Tester, 
quarterback,  will  greatly  add  to  the  Tiger's  passing  game. 
His  untimely  injury  during  the  early  part  of  last  season 
was  the  main  reason  for  the  poor  display  of  passing  the 
Tiger's  gave  during  the  final  games. 

New  men  include:  Tommy  Lee,  all-state  guard  from 
Thomas  Jefferson  in  Richmond,  Dick  Engels,  Jim  Frazer, 
Ed  Siersma,  and  Hal  McVey,  all  of  St.  Christopher's,  and 
Walter  Grubb  of  Roanoke.  Bob  Furr  of  Harrisonburg, 
Jim  Smith,  Hurley,  Micky  Moore,  Clarksville,  Jim  Tay- 
lor, Christiansburg,  and  Bill  Musser,  Pulaski,  round  out 
the  new  men  \\ho  should  greatly  help  the  Death  Valley 
men  have  a  good  season. 

Although  not  over-optimistic.  Coach  Hickey  feels  that 
he  has  a  fine  ball  club  in  the  making,  and  it  is  the  general 
feeling  around  camp  that  the  Bengals  are  in  the  process 
of  building  one  of  the  finer  ball  teams  of  recent  years. 

Assisting  Hickey  ^^  ith  his  football  duties  \\ill  be  Claude 
Milam,  '49,  who  coaches  the  line.  He  is  In  his  second 
year  in  this  capacity.  He  is  also  baseball  coach,  and  has 
just  recently  been  selected   to  fill  the  shoes  of  Waldo 
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Matthews  who  resigned  as  chief  basketball  mentor.  Bobby 
Thalman,  who  makes  his  first  start  this  year  in  collegiate 
coaching,  is  scheduled  to  coach  the  backfield.  Until  taking 
his  present  position  with  Hampden-Sydney,  he  had  coached 
at  Benedictine  High  School  and  Norview  High  School. 
He  did  a  fine  job  at  both  places  and  Coach  Hickey  feels 
\  ery  fortunate  in  getting  him.
